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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. Applicant's arguments, filed 04/27/2007, with respect to claims have been considered but 
are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. Claims 1-10 are currently pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 2-5 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Regarding claims 2-5 and 7-10, the language used by Applicant merely suggests or 
makes optional those features described as "capable of; such language does not require steps to 
be performed or limits the claim to a particular structure. 

Capable of: 

It has been held that the recitation that an element is "capable of performing a function 
is not a positive limitation but only requires the ability to so perform. It does not constitute a 
limitation in any patentable sense. In re Hutchison, 69 USPQ 138. 

4. Claim 2-5 and 7-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

5. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

6. Claims 1 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Nakamura 
et al. (Pub. No: 20030048768) in view of Lewis (U.S. 6259898). 

Regarding claim 1, Kitami et al. disclose wireless LAN base station which holds wireless 
communication with at least one client terminal station, the wireless LAN base station 
comprising: at least two wireless LAN modules, each of which is capable of holding the wireless 
communication with at least one client terminal station (fig. 1, [0012]). 

However, Nakamura et al. do not disclose means for detecting the number of client 
terminal stations which are holding the wireless communication with the wireless LAN base 
station; and means for determining if a detected number of client terminal stations is equal to or 
smaller than a predetermined number; and means for changing the number of active wireless 
LAN modules according to whether the detected number of the client terminal stations is equal 
to or smaller than the predetermined number. 

In the same field of endeavor, Lewis discloses means for detecting the number of client 
terminal stations which are holding the wireless communication with the wireless LAN base 
station; and means for determining if a detected number of client terminal stations is equal to or 
smaller than a predetermined number; and means for changing the number of active wireless 
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LAN modules according to whether the detected number of the client terminal stations is equal 
to or smaller than the predetermined number 

Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to modify the information device with wireless modules of Nakamura et al. 
by specifically including means for detecting the number of client terminal stations which are 
holding the wireless communication with the wireless LAN base station; and means for 
determining if a detected number of client terminal stations is equal to or smaller than a 
predetermined number; and means for changing the number of active wireless LAN modules 
according to whether the detected number of the client terminal stations is equal to or smaller 
than the predetermined number, as taught by Lewis, the motivation being in order to provide for 
simultaneous communications with two or more mobile terminals on different channels. 
Moreover, there is a strong need in the art for an access point which carries out simultaneously 
different communication functions among the mobile terminals using respective radios. Finally, 
there is a strong need in the art for an access point which provides flexibility in operation based 
on the use of two or more radio. 

Regarding claim 6, this claim is rejected for the same reason as set forth in claim 1 .
